I have 
heard him often declare, that had he noc 
been Chanter of Exeter, he could not have 
lived at the rate he always after did, and 
done thoſe Deeds of Charity, without im» 
merſing himſelf into ſo great Debt; thar 
he could never be able to pay, and he ha- 
ted nothing more, than to lye in any Mans 
debr. To evidence rhis, I remember, thar 
afterwards, when he was Biſhop of Salisbury, 
he never would go out of the Town, ei- 
ther ro London, whither his Buſineſs often 
called him, or elſewhere, if he. intended 
ro make any ftay, before he paid all the 
Tradeſmen, with whom he dealt, the ut- 
termoſt Farthing.

3 IS the natural effe&t of Eminency,

Moral and unblameable Perſon, if he did 
not Herd with them, 'was. an Abomination 
to that Party. 1 haye heard one of the 
chiefeſt of them out 'of St. Marys Pulpir, 
deliver” himſelf "concerning them in this 
manner; There's more Jopi of a Whoremonzer,

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4 common Drunkard, a profane Swearer, tha#t 
of theſe Moral Men ; they juſtifie their ſelves ; 
Do not we, ſay they, do our Exerciſes conſtant- 
ly, do we ger miſs College Prayers > Are we 
out of thi Town: after Tom has Toll d, and the 
College Gates ſhut > Do we Injure any body, 
do we not pay our Battles and Debts? Are 
we Drunkards , Swearers, or Whoremaſters ? 
Fho can ſay black is our Eyes My Beloved, 
ſuch are in. a drſperate Condit#n, Jeſus Chriſt 
can take no hold upon ſuch Perſons ; and much 
more to this purpoſe. | t 
Dr. Ward rid out this Storm, but Dr. Wil- 
kins put into the Port of Matrimony, mar- 
rying the Protectors Siſter, Widow of Dr. 
Peter French, a Canon. of Chriſt-Church, 
who really was a Pious, Humble and Lear- 
ned Perſon, and an excellent Preacher, and, 
if I ſhould ſay the beſt of all that Parzy,# 
ſhould not give him - more than his. due 
praiſe; in a word, this Party were rigidly

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Dr. Wilkins, before-mentioned, did him good = 
Service at hand, / gain'd him a ſtrong Inte- 
rereſt, and Authority in the Univerſity, and 
ſer him at ſafery, and our of the..reach of 
his Adverſaries, and alſo preſery'd the Uni- 
verſity from running into Diſorder and Con- 
fuſion ; but after the Kings Return, it was 
for a while a Spoke in his Cart, and hin- 
der'd his Preferment, as we ſhall make ap- 
pear in its due place. 

About this time the Headſhip of Feſas 
College became vacant, and by the direCtion 
of Dr. Manſell, the legal, but ejected Prin- 
cipal, who liv'd' privately in that College, 
and by the Votes of the Fellows Dr. Ward 
was choſen and admitted Principal, but he 
was thought too dangerous by the Ruling 
Party, and they complained of it to rhe,,.. 


Progtor ; whereupon he, and the Fellows 7-*- -/*; 


who choſe him, were cited to appear- at 
White-Hall,- and being there, were ſeverely 
reprimanded, and in particular Mr. Vaughan, 
Brother to the late Lord Chief Juſtice, and 
threatned to be all Expell'd, but Dr. Ward 
was treated with great Civility, and highly 
Complemented,- and diſmiſs'd, not without 
promuſe-of particular Fayour. Burt. he was 
no {ooner return'd to Oxford, but he found 
there-an Order to yield Poſſeſſion to Mr. 
#onell, one of the other Party, and then 
Fellow 
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Fellow of Exeter Cellege, and he;'T mcan 
Dr. Way4, was promis'd upon 1ſo'doing, a 
Stipend of Eighty pounds per Anmum, which 
promiſe was never perform'd, and fo.he 
was defeared ; but as all diſappointments 
prov'd generally ro his advantage, fo did 
this alſo, for a ſhort while after, :he' was 
not only choſen, and admitred, but'enjoy'd 
a betrer Place. - Dr. Wilkins, Dr. Goddard, 
and perhaps rwo or three more, whom I 
need not name, us'd*their conſtant endea- 
vour to oppoſe the Fury, and moderate the 
Heats of the fiery, giddy Party, and .to 
advance the intereſt of Learning, and in 
order to that, they concluded to ger Dr. 
Ward.more firm rooting amonglt them, and 
did not deſpair of it, notwithitanding this 
diſappointment, But here it is neceffary 
for me to look a little backwards :- In-the 
Year of our Lord 1649. Dr. Xetile Prei- 
dent of 7rinity College died ; he was, as I 
have heard, an honeſt Man, and a good 
Governour, but in his latter time peeviſh, 
and froward, and had never any great ſtock 
of Learning. When Oxford was a Garriſon 
for King Charles che Martyr, he would ftand 
at the College Gate, and obſerve what 'Per- 
-Jons came to walk in 7rinity Grove, forthat 
was then the Ret Hid:-Park, the Rem- 
deſyous of the No 
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he took norice of all, and uſually had a 
Saying to eyery one of them, which in- 
ſtead. of vexing them, made them laugh, 
then would tell the nexr of the Fellows he 
chanc'd' to ſee, I met ſome Fack Lords go- 
ing into my Grove, butI think I haye nettled 
them, I gave them ſuch entertainment they 
lictle look'd for. Art my firſt coming ro 
the Univerſity of Oxford, there were innu- 
merable Bulls and Blunders father'd upon 
him, as afterwards upon Dr. Boldero of Cam- 
bridge. Upon Dr. Fettles death, the Fel- 
lows proceeded to an EleQion of a Preſident, 
and it lay berwixt Mr. Chilljngworth, a Per- 
ſon juſtly of great Fame for his Learning, 
and Dr. Fotter, Mr. Chillingworth had the 
majority of Votes; but being then at a 
conſiderable diſtance from Oxford, and not 
able to come ſuddenly, and take Poſſeſſion, 
Dr. Potter laid hold upon this advantage, 
and was admitted; in a ſhort' time after 
when the Univerſity was Viſited, Dr. Potter 
wa$ Ejefted, and Dr. Harris, ReQor of 
#anvwell'in Oxfordſhire, pur into his. place. 
This Dr.Z7arris wasa yery eminent Preacher, 
his Hair rather white than-gray; his Speech 
Grave, ' Natural, 'and ' Pathetical; I never 
heard- any Sermons which became the Per- 
ns who pronounc'd them, 10 well as bis 
_ did him. Aﬀer Dr, #47s's decreaſe, the 
30 Fellows 
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Fellows choſe Mr. Z7awes,'a Loyal, Learned 
and Modeſt Perſon, but of an infirm 'con- 
ſtitution of Health ; -he enjoy'd this Head- 
ſhip bur a little time, and fome days before 


-- his death reſign'd ir; whereupon Dr. Ward, 


to the great contentment and joy of the 


Moral, Sober Party, was elected Preſident, 


which he-accepted, and accordingly took 
poſſeſſion of it. He us'd great diligence 
and care to put all things in order, and 


ſettle rhe troubled Afﬀairs of it, governing 
. with great Prudence and Reputation; bur - 


he continued in that Station a very: little 
while, only till x 660, that memorable Year, 
for the happy Return of King Charles the 
Second, when he reſign'd it to Dr.. Potter ; 
tis true, he left 7rinity College, and Oxford, 
xy HXEXOvTION Suey with an unwilling wil- 
lingneſs, for he was contented with his 
Condition, and ſo pleas'd with a Collegial 
Life, and the Charms of that ſweet place, 
that he would willingly have remain'd there 
the reſt of his days,” and in order to that, 
profter'd Dr. Potter an Equivalent, which 


was refus'd, but yer, had he refoly'd''to 


have kept it, he had not wanted: ſufficient 
ground to diſpute the Title at Law; for 


tho' it muſt be confelsd;:Pr. Potter. was il- 


legally rurn'd out, yer h&never had a Sta- 
rutable right to that placy as is before made 
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manifeſt. But Dr. ard not being willing 
to contend, left it, 'and alſo refijgn'd his 
S$avilian Profeſlors Place, and retir'd to Lon- 
don; what he did there, ſhall be the Sub- 
ject of rhe next Chapter. 


CHAP. VIll 
Of Dr. Watds being in London- 


E have obſery'd before, that all Dif- 
, appointments which happened to 
Dr. Ward, even ſince his firſt tjetion out of 
Cambridge, have prov'd to his advantage; 
but this laſt of not retaining the Prefident- 
ſhip of 7rinity College, turnd more notori- 
ouſly not only to his private Emolument, 
but xo the public good alſo: For: had hc 
kept that 'Headſbip, I mean been buried 
alive in 7 rinity College, hiding his glorious 
Light under that Buſhel, Zxeer and: Salrs- 
bury could not have | boaſted of. {a good: a 
Biſhop , dad Benefactor; » the: Church} of 
England bad wanted fuch a Pillar, and A1- 
ſerter of its Rights, :and the Poor che Houſes 
and: RencfaRionshe has provided for them; 
he:might have publiſh'd more Treatiles an 
Divinicy,. and Mathematics, but che could 
not;petibly haye done {d much good. FA 
d E Irt 
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Holiday by Act of Parliament, King Charles 
return'd in Glory to his Kingdoms, from 
which he had been unjuſtly Exil'd for many 
Years. He was no ſooner fixd in his 
Throne, but he reſoly'd to ſettle the Church, 
as by the Ancient Laws Eſtabliſh'd, to re- 
ſtore and to confirm it, all its Lands, Rights 
and Privileges of which it had been Sacri- 
legiouſly robb'd and defpoil'd. To this 
end, ſeveral new Biſhops were Conſecrated, 
who, together with thoſe who out-liv'd the 


Storm of the Perſecution, were commiſſion'd 


by the King to do it effeQually. "Thoſe 
Miniſters who were ejeted out of. their 


Livings for adhering to the King's Cauſe, þ 


were reſtor'd, and notice was given to all 
who had any pretenſion toany Eccleſiaſtical 
Places or Dignities, at,” or before fuch a 
day, nominated, to appear, and enter their 
Claims, for after that day the Commiſlio- 
ners intended: to fill all the Vacancies in 
the Churches. You may remember what 
I faid in the Fourth Chapter, that Biſhop 
Brounrig had: conferr'd Precentorſhip 


of. the Church of Exeter upon Dr. Ward 


many Years before. And now that Title 
which. had lain ſo long dormant, and 
as to outward appearance dead, awak'd, 
reviv'd, and took place, and was accepted 


On May the 29th. ſince made a perpetual 
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by the Commiſſioners, by whoſe order he 


was admitted Precentor, not long after he 


was choſen Dean; and in the ſame Year 
conſecrated Biſhop'of Exeter. © During theſe 
TranfaQtions,, Dr. Ward had frequent occa- 
fion | to 'ride; 'betwixt London and Oxford, 
which Journey he always perform'd in one 
day, upon a high-mettled, — I might 
ſay, a run-away'Mare, for almoſt any bo# 
dy. beſides hins would have found her ſo ; 
bur he was indeed a good Horſeman, and 
valu'd himſelf upon it: I have heard bim 
ſay when he'was a young Scholar in Cam-

By ſo often taking this Journey'in the hear 
of 'the Year, he: threw himſelf into a dan- 
gerous Feyer; and lay long fick 'of it in 
Greſham-College; which not being well Cur'd, 
by reaſonthat Dr. Goddard his Fyfician, was 
then very full of Employment, and could 
not give him due attendance ; I ſay it was 
not well Cur'd, he having not Purg'd afrer 
it, as it was neceſlary, it left in him an ill 
conſtitution -of Health during the reſt of 
his Life, and tho' he wreſtled with it, and

rook no care to remove, expeQting to be 
rranſlated | to a better Biſhopric, as after- 
wards: he was. But before we ſpeak of 
Dr. Ward as a Biſhop, give me leave totake 
a ſhort view of what he did when he was 
Dean of Exeter. He firſt caſt out of 'the 
Temple the Buyers and Sellers, who had 
uſurp'd it, and therein kept diſtin Shops 
to vent their Ware. At his Majeſtys Re- 
ſtoration the Nonconformiſts there being 
buoy'd up by ſome powerful. Friends, who 
for their private l__ droye on, and hop'd 

4 to 
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rb obrain a-general Toleration of all  Reli- 
gions, excepting Popery,took the boldnels 
ro petition the King, thar'the Partition it 
che Cathedral might not be taken-down; 
thar they might enjoy 'Altare contra Altare. 
Bur to give them their due, they were ſo 
enerous, as toallow one half of the Church 
ro the uſe of the Epiſcabpal Party, co whom 
all did of right belong, that therein Divine 
Service might be celebrated according to 
the Act of Parliament for Uniformity of 
Worſhip, reſerving the other part to Their 
flves to Meer and Hold-forth in ; bur their. 
deſign was prevented by the early applica» 
tion of the Dean to the King and Council, 
from whom'he procur'd ani Order, to reſtore 
che Church to its ancient Form and Shape, 
and remove the Innoyations; he according- 
iy caus'd the Partirion' to be pull'd down, 
and repair'd and beautified the Cathedral, 
the Expences whereof amounted to tw 
five thouſand Pounds; he alſo boughc-a 
new pair of' Organs, eſteem'd the beſt in | 
Englind, which coſt two thouſand Pound. 
But it may be demanded,” how came he by 
fach vaſt Syms of Money + I anſwer, it'was 
not done out of his private Purſe, bur/out 
of the Church Revenues ; for all che Leaſes 
belonging to rhar Ancient and Rich Church 
being expit'd, the renewing of them __

Biſhop ::« He firſt rerriey'd the Palace our of 
Predeceſior found and left in quicr/poſleſls 
on; he repair'd it, and made it: habitable, 
for. it was vety ruinous, having been deſert» 
cd before the Civil War, by. the Biſhops, 
who liv'd in other Houſes; he took care 
of executing his Majeſtys Letters , com- 
manding the Augmentation of- popr Vica- 
rages in that Dioceſe, and did it effeuually ; 
he alſo encreaſed the Prebends Stipends, 
from. Four, to Twenty Pounds a: Year; He 
kept: his conſtant Trienial' Viſitations, in 
the firft whereof he Confirmd many thou- 
ſands of all Apes and diflcrenr Sexes; :he 
alſo ſertled rhe Eccleſiaſtical: Courts, and 
without any Noiſe or Clamourx, reduc'd that 
Adiive;.Subrile, and then Factious People, 
ro -grem Conformity, not- withour the ap- 
probation even of the Adverſaries them- 
ſelves: Ar this rime Falmouth, from an in- 


conſiderable Village, uſually call'd Pewy- 


commguick, being grown a greac and beauti- 
fal 'Fown, equal, if nor ſuperiour to 7re0, 
procur'd. a Charter from :King Charles, 
wherem the now name of Falmenth 'was 
eſtabliſh'd , and a Penalty: put-upon thoſe 
who ſhould call it by irs old ſcandalous 
Nick-name, "The People of this New 'T _ 
Wi oe eons el RIXE age + 1a 
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had alſo built a ſtately Church,” and ſenr 
to the Biſhop entreating him to -Conſeerate 
it, which he did, dedicating it to the bleſſed 
Memory of King Chartes the Martyr, ha- 
ving firſt taken care, that abont a hundred 


pound per 47um ſhould be ſettled for the 
maintenance of the Miniſter. [During his 
reſidence at Exeter, he gain'd the love of 
all rhe Gentry, and had: particularly the 
help and countenance of the Duke of '4/- 
bemarle, who in all things ſhew'd himſelf 
molt ready to afliſt him in the execution 
of his Juriſdiction. The Biſhop did: nor 
leave Exeter till he had made that Biſhopric 
better than' he found ir, which he did- by 
procuring the Deanery of St. Burien, near 
the Lands-end in Cormral, to be ſettled up- 
on the Biſhops of Exeter for ever, by the 
Kings Letters Patents, after the death' of 
Dr. Weeks, who then was the Incumbent ; 
he did nor this to profit himſelf, for he had 
no proſpect of ever being the better for. it, 
*rwas only for the pleaſure: of doing good.: 
. Jt did not become void till Biſhop Sparrows 
time, who was Biſhop Wards immediate 
Succeſſor; he firſt enjoy'd it, and it does 
_ ill, and I hope ever will continue in the 
20 of the Biſhops of Exeter, and their 
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Dr: Thomas Whykes 'the laſt” Dear of Se. 
Barien, 'was heretofore Chaplain' ro Arch- 
biſhop Zaud, I have often ſeen his Name to 
the Licenſing of Books. particularly to O- 
vids \Metamorfofis Tranſlated by Mr. Sanays; 
and. Printed A» .Dom. 1640. He had Wit 
enouf,/but it was not in a wiſe Mans keep- 
ing, as it: often happens; this appears b 
an Anſwer he gave to King Charles the Fi 
when "he was in Cormwal, in the time of 
the Civil Wars. The DoQtor being well 
mounted, and near his Majeſty, the King 
ſpoke: thus to him, -Dodor you have 4 pretty 
Nag under you, I pray how Old is he? To 
which! he, our of the abundance of the 
Quibbles of his heart, return'd this Anſwer; 
If it pleaſe your Majeſty, he is now in the 
Second Tear of his Reign, pleafing himſelf 
with the ambiguity of the ſound of - that 
word, ſignifying either Kingſhip or Bridle. 
The good King did not like this 'unman- 
nerly: Jeſt, and gave him ſuch an Anſwer 
as he deſery'd, which was this; - Go, you are 
a Fool.. While the Biſhop was” at Exeter, 
as he-told me at-my-return from 7taly, he 
receiy'd a Letter from me, dared at Rome ; 
when there were ſome of the Church and 
Citizens with' him; 'he craved leave to open 
and read it, and when he had done pur ir 
up into his Pockets; then ſome of the Com» 


pany: 
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pany rogk occaſion. to ask him-+whence it 
came; - he replyed, from Pope: ut Rome. 
In a trice it was buzz'd abut the City, that 
the Biſhop was a Papiſt, and held: Corre- 
ſpondenee with the Pape; and this would 
haye been believed, and have paſt for: cur- 
rent amongſt thoſe who rejoyce tochear itl 
of Biſhops, if he had not timely undeceiy'd 
them. Upon the Exaltation of Biſhop Shel- 
4on to the See of Canterbury, Dotor' Hench- 
man Biihop: of Salisbury, was tranflated'to 
Loudon, and Dr, Alexander Hide, a Kinſman 
of the Chancellor, fram being Deain of '$4« 
hshury was made Biſhop thereof, Upon his 
death,: far;he enjoy'd it bur a (mall time, 
The Biſhop of Exeter by the Kings favour; 
was made Biſhop of Salishury A. Dow. 1666. 
Aﬀer the Ceremony of 'the Tranſlation was 
over, he ſer-forward for, Sulizbery; T1 waited 
on him ar his ficſt going hither - as _— 
and ſpent much time'with him there. He 
was very acceptable 'to 'his Dioceſe, innu- 
merable Pertons coming 'itv.throngs zo meet 
him, and ſtriving who ſhould be forwardeſt 
in ſhewing:-him- Refpect; bur - whar-was 
more remarkable; the' ride of their- Love 
and Aﬀection for! him-was nor then: ar the 
higheſt , - but ſtill fow'd'and: encreas'd as 
long as he'liv'd, as' we ſhallmake cappear 
i the next Chapter, ! *: 77 5 ik 0077 177 
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Of bis: being Biſhop of Salisbury. 
AFﬀre his public Entry and Reception, 
which was as great as the place could 
aftord, the Mayor - and Aldermen in their 
Formalitics welcoming him, the Schook-ma+» - 
ſters of the two Free Schools ar the head. 
of their Scholars Congratulating him, two 
choice Boys. pronouncing Latin Orations 
upon- that Subject, full of his Praiſes, and 
declaring how happy : they eſteem'd: theiv 
{elves to have ſuch a'Biſhop, fent them as 
it were from Heaven. Fs firft cace was 
to beautific and: repair the Cathedral. tho* 
it did not want much reparation; for to . 
the eternal Honour of the Loyal Gentry of 
that Dioceſe, whoſe Names I willy b knew, 
that I might, as much ascin me lies, Conſe- 
crate them to Poſbtriry, during the whole 
time of the Civil Wars anch the Kings Exile, 
when there was neither Biſhop nor Deaw ro 
take: care of it, they' '&: Workmen 
to:keop that Sacred and fHoent Pilein- 
repair I have beersold by fome whe: rhen 
lir'd/ in-:Satichory, that they have. ſeveral 
times {cen Men at Work, fomertimes on rhe 
inſide 
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inſide of the Church, and otherwhiles on 
the outſide; and asking them, by whom 
they were ſer on Work, rectiv'd this An(- 
wer; They who empliy'd us will pay us, troutle 
not your \ſebves to inquire who they ave, whoe- 
ver they are, they do not defire to have their 
Names known. There being therefore nor. 
much to' be done as to the reparation, he 
employ'd himſelf in the Decoration of the 
Cathedral: Firſt, at his proper Charges, 
Paving the 'Cloyſter, I mean that ſide of it 
which leads out - of his Garden into the 
Church. Ar his Exhortation, and more 
than proportinable expence, the Pavement 
of the Church was mended where it was 
faulry, and'the whole Quire laid with white 
and: black Squares of Marble , the Biſhops, 
Deans, and all the Prebendaries Stalls made 
New and Magnificent; and the: whole 
Church was kept ſo clean, that any one who 
had occaſion for Duſt to throw upon the 
Superſcription of a'Letter, he would have 
a hard task to find it there. I have ſeen 
many Metropolitan Churches, but neyer 
any, nay, not that glorious Fabrique of 
St. Peters at Rome, which exceeds the ima- 
gination of all thoſe who have not beheld 
it, was kept ſo neat as this in his time: 
Nay, the Sacrifice therein was as pure ; 
there might be heard excellent Preac ing, 
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and Divine Service celebrated; with exem- 

lary _ admirable Decency, and Ce- 
[etial Muſic. His next care was to repair, 
I might almoſt ſay rebuild his Palace, which 
was much ruin'd, the Hall being pull'd 
down, and the greateſt part of the Houſe 
converted to an Inn, having a Paſſage o- 
pen'd thro' the Cloſe Wall to give Entrance 
to the Market People, and other Travellers 
who came thro' Zarnham from the Weltern 
parts; what remain'd of the Palace was di- . 
vided into ſmall Tenements, and let our - 
to poor Handicraft-men. This dilapidari- 
on and ſpoil was the work of one Van Ling 
a Dutch-man, by Trade a Taylor, who 
bought it of the Parliament, when Biſhops 
Lands were expos'd to Sale : See Salisbary 
Canto, Part 1. Stanza 20, His Expences 
in altering, repairing, and rebuilding, a- 
mounted to above. two Thouſand Pounds, 
there being little or nothing done in order 
to it by Fils Predeceſſors, who had the 
Cream of the Biſhopric. While he was thus 
employ'd, I remember he came to me one 
morning and defir'd me to take a turn in 
the Church with him, he having a private 
way, as 1 have ſaid before, thro' his Gar- 
den and the Cloyſters; when we were en- 
ter'd, Come, ſaid, he to me, which think you 
will be the moſt convenient place for me to be bu» 
| ried

opinion, for I am in tarneſt, Whercupon 
we view'd ſeveral places, 'and ar laſt agreed 
yt thar wherein he now. lies interr'd ; ſo 
that it is not true of him, what Horace ſaid 
of a Noble Roman in his time, Strais do- 
mos, Immenor Sepulchri. i. e. Tou build Pa- 
laces and are' unmindful of your Grave. While 
he was Biſhop of Exeter, he had made, as 
I may call it, the Notizie of that __ 
with no ſmall pains and induſtry, which he 
beſtow'd, upon his removal to Salisbury, 
upon Biſhop Sparrow his Succeſſor; which 
prov'd not only an eaſe, bur a light arid 
guide to him in the management of his 
Aﬀairs. Afﬀet he ſettled at Salishwry, he 
began, and in a ſhorr time finiſh'd ſuch ano- 
ther Book for that Dioceſe, wherein were par- 
ticulariz'd all the ReQories and Vicarages 
in thar Biſhopric, all the Patrons Names, 
with their undoubted and diſpurable-Tirles; 
as alſo the Names of all the Incumbents; 
with their ſeveral qualifications, as to-Con- 
formity, or Nonconformity, Learning, of 
Ignorance, peaceable, or contentious Con- 
verſation, «Orthodox or Hererical 'Opinion, 
| Pbod or ſeandalous Lives; for all which 
he had  fram'd -peculiar” Marks, which he 
ſhew'd and explain'd to me: He _ by 

aily 
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daily experience, that this ſtood him in 
great ſtead, and did him eminent ſervice : 
For when: any Clergy-man of his Dioceſe 
came to him, as ſoon as he heard his Name, 
he knew his CharaQter, and could give a 
ſhrewd gueſs at his buſineſs, and ſo was out 
of danger of being ſurprizd. He had not 
been long thus 'employd, after his arrival 
at Salishury, when be was ſcizd with a vio- 
lent Looſenefs, and a Scorbutical Atrofie, 
for which, by Dr. Sydenhams advice, he be-. 
took himſelf to riding upon Salisbzry Plains, 
which he continued the latter part of rhe 
Summer, all the Autumn, and as: often as the 
Weather permitted in Winter : Thax he 
might perform this Exerciſe wich more 
convenience, and nor negled the Aﬀairs of 
his Biſhipric, he borrowed a Houſe of the 
Earl of Abington at Biſbops-Lavington, ſ1tu- 
ated in a pleaſant and healthful' Air, near 
the End of the Plains Northward of Salis- 
bury, and the Center of Wiltſhire,and ſo' more 
convenient for any of that County - who 
had buſineſs with him, than Salisbury; it 
was allo about four miles diſtant from the 
Devizes, a good Market-Town. . Hence he 
ſer out every day, except Swnaays, if the 
Weather permitted, nay, and ſometimes 
when it was not ſeaſonable, for we have 
been often caught in- Storms of Rain and 

F Snow, 
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Snow , and forcd to ſeek ſhelrer on the 
Lee-ſide of the next Hay-Rick we could 
gallop to: We usd to ride ten miles tor- 
_ wards or- tatamount by our Watches,  be- 
fore we returnd, and after Dinner, we re- 
peated the ſame, or the like Journey. The 
Biſhop continued this Exerciſe, till upon 
account he: had travelld more than three 
thouſand miles. The longer he rid, . the 
ſtronger he grew, ſo that he did not only 
tire me, but even the Grooms and Servants 
who usd to attend him, that he has ſome- 
times been forcd to content himſelf with 
the Company. of one of his meaneſt Ser- 
vants. 'This Exerciſe ſet him right,: ahd_ I. 
may truly ſay, it was the only time that ever 
any Fyficians Recipe did him good; yet he 
was a great lover of them and their Pre- 
{criptions, and very Liberal, | may ſay 
Prodigal in his Fees to them-: He alfo de- 
lighted much in Fyſic Books, which wrought 
the Effect upon: him, which they uſually do 
upon; Hypocondriacal Perſons, that is, made 
him fancy that he had thoſe Diſcaſes which 
he there found deſcribd, and accordingly 
take Remedies for them. He would take 
Pills and Potions when he had no: need of 
them, from which, not only I endeayourd 
ro. divert him, telling him 'twas ſpending 
the Ammunition before the Town was be- 
ſiegd, 
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ſiegd,, bur even Mr. Eyres his Apothecary, 
a very honeſt and $skilful Perſon, who died 
Mayor of 'Salisbary , has joynd with tne in - 
rhart requeſt, ever: again(t his own Intereſt, 

To: keep his Dioceſe in Conformity, he 
took great care to ſertle able Miniſtets in rhe 
great Market and Borough Towns , as 
Reading, Abingdon, Newbery, the Devizes, 
Warminſter, &c. and becauſe they are for 
the nioſt- part Vicarages of ſmall value, as 
Prebends in the Church fell void, he be- 
ſtowd them on the Miniſters of theſe 
Towns Healfo usd his endeavour to ſup- 
preſs Conventicles , which ſo angerd that 


Party, thar in the Year 1669. they fotgd 


a Petition againft him, under the Hands 
of ſome chief Clothiers, pretending that 
they were Moleſted, and their Trade tuind, 
and that ſome of them imployd a 'Thou- 
ſand Men, others cight Hundred, and that 
this Perſecurion took away the Livelihood 
of eight Thouſand Men, Women and Chil 
dren. But it was made appear at the 
Council-Table, that this Petition was 2 no« 
torious 'Libel, and that none of thoſe there 
mentiond to be Perſecuted and Ruind, 
were fo much as Summond into rhe Eccles 
ſtaſtical Court ; as alſo, chat many whoſe 
Names were ſubſcribqd ro that Petition, 
knew nothing of ir: So that inſtead of 
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leſſening the Biſhops Favour with the King, 
they augmented ir. Let this be ſaid ence 
for all, he was no Violent Man, nor of a 
Perſecuting Spirit, as theſe Petitioners re- 
preſented him; bur if at any time he was 
more active than ordi againſt the Dif- 
ſenters, it was by jr” Command from 
the Court, ſometimes by Letters, and ſome- 
times given in Charges by the Judges of 
the Afſizes, which Councils alterd fre- 
quently ; now in favour of the Diſſenters, 
and then again in oppoſition to them ; as it 
is wel known to thoſe who livd then, and 
had the leaſt inſight into public Afﬀairs. 
"Tis true, he was for the Ad againſt Con- 
venticles, and labour'd much to pet it pals, 
not without the Order and Direftion of the 
greateſt Authority, both Civil and Eccleſi- 
aſtical, not out of Enmity to the Diſſenters 
Perſons, as they unjuſtly ſuggeſted, but of 
Love to the repoſe and welfare of rhe Go+ 
vernment; for he believd if the growth of 
them -were not timely ſuppreſſed, it would 
. Either cauſe a neceſſity of a ſtanding Army 
to preſerve the Peace, or a general Tolera- 
tion, which would end in Popery, whether 
all things then had an apparent tendancy. 
That Ad had this Effet, it ſhewd the Di(- 
ſenters were not ſo numerous and conſide- 
rable as they gave themlelves out to be, 
| deſigning 


deſigning thereby to make the Government 
believe it was impracticable to quell them ; 
for where this AQ was duely executed, it 
' put an end to their Meetings, as it was 
cvident in his Dioceſe; for in Salisbury there 
was not one Conventicle left, and but a few 
in the skirts of W:l:ſhzre, bordering upon 
Somerſet-ſhire, where for want of a ſerrled 

ilitia, by reaſon of the non-age of the 
Duke of Somerſet, the Lord-Licutenant of 
that County, they ſometimes met in Woods, 
but upon Complaint their Meetings were 
ſuppreſſed, and! his Majeſty was pleasd to 
own-and accept this as ggod Service to the 
Publick, and to iincourage the Biſhop in ir. 
But a..little after, I know [not upon what 
groung;, the Weather-Cock. of the Court- 
Counciltturnd to the contrary Point, and one 
BLOUD, a Perſon notorious for ſtealing the 
Crown. out of the Tower, and offering that 
barbarous violence to the Duke of Ormond, 
being of a ſudden become a great Fayourite 
at Courr,and the chief Agent of the Diſſen- 
ters; | this BLOUD, I fay, brought” the 
Biſhop: of Salishury a verbal Meflage from 
the King, not to Moleſt the Diſſenters ; up- 
on whicahe went co wait on his Majeſty,and 
humbly repreſented to him, that there were 
only two troubleſom Nonconformiſts in his 
Diocgſe,: whom he doubted nor, with his 
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Majeſtys permiſſion , but that he ſhould 
bring to their: Nuty, and; then he named 
them. Theſe are the wery Men, replyed the 
King, you muſt not meddle with ; to which 
he obey'd, lerring the Proſecution againſt 
them fall.

CHAP. Xl. 
Concerning the Biſbops Hoſpitality. © 


Iſhops are commanded by Se. Pas{ to 

be Hoſpitable ; never did any yield 
more punctual obedience to that Apoſtoli- 
eal Injunction, than this Bithop of Salisbury 
did ; for, be it ſpoken without any reflei- 
en, no Perſon inthat County, or the Dioceſe, 
that ever I heard of, kept conſtantly. ſo 
good. a3 Table as he did, which alſo'as oc- 
eaſion requir'd, was augmented. He usd 
to ſay, that he expected all his Brethren 
of the Clergy, who ypon any buſineſs came 
to Salishary, ſhould make ule of his 'Table, 
and that he took it kindly of all the'Gen-- 
try who did ſo. Scarce any Perſon of 
_ Quality paſs'd betwixt Zynden and Exeter, 
bur if their occaſions permitted, Din'd with 
him. The meaneſt Curates were welcome 
f9 his Table, and he neyer fail'd to drink 
rq

tro them, and rreat them with all affabiliry 
and *'kindne(s imaginable. He often told 
his Gueſts, they were welcome 'to their 
own, for he accounted himſelf bur rheir 
Steward. Never. was there a more hearty 
Entereainer ; T have heard him ſay, *Tis not 
kind nor fair, to ask a Friend that viſits you, 
Will you drink a Glaſs of Wine 2 For be- 
ſides, that by chis Queſtion you diſcover 
yout inclination ro keep your Drink, it al- 
ſo leads'a modeſt Gueſt rorefaſe it tho' he 
defires it : You ought to call for Wine, 
drink to him, fill a Glaſs and preſent it; 
then, and not till then, ir will appear whe- 
ther he had any inclination to drink or 
not. When any Perſons of grearer quality 
than himſelf came'to Salishary, as there not 
My did in their way to Hreland, 
he wEnr'to their odgings and invited them 
himſelf, and never fail'd to Treat them y 
ſplendidly. He knew' not who Din'd wi 
him, unleſs, as I faid juſt now, they were 
of his own Invitation; till he ſaw them, at 
the Table.  Afﬀeer Morning Prayers, which 
he ſeldom, unleſs a '-nrgent occaſions, 
miſs'd ; he - conſtantly walk'd up to his 
Chamber, and ftay'd"'there riff a  Servatic 
brought” word that-Dinner 'was upon the 
Table- 'Afﬀeer Dinner, if any —— 
Company were —_— 'he would _ 
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them, drink a Diſh or two of Coffee or 
Tea, while rhey,' who had a mind.to ir, 
drank Wine, whereof there was plenty, and 
of the beſt. When the Bell 7d, :to: uſe 
the Salisbury Fraſe, ro Evening Prayers, then 
he call'd for. bis Habits and went to Church, 
carrying with him, for the moſt part, all 
the Company, who were obligd top. go to 
Prayers with him out. of Civility; , if.-not 
Deyotion. Beſides what he gave-away-at 
the Palace-Gate, where he conſtantly. re- 
lievd a great number of Poor, he: inquird 
after thoſe the French call Pavres honteavx, 
who wanted and were aſhamd to; beg, and 
ſent them Money to their Houſes. . He 
had alſo a Band of Penſioners, if: may ſq 
call them, the number ,wherepf were ilimit- 
ed, but I. do not remember of how, many 
it conſiſted; rheſe were payd Weekly, .and 
as one dy'd another was ſubllicuted: in his 
place; and thoſe poor People who could 
get their ſelves liſted in this Troop, .count- 
£d their ſelyes ſufficiently provided for, if 
not for their own, yer for. the Biſhops Life, 
for the continuation thereof they, dayly; and 
hearfily ppt up their Petitions. - He i neyer 
went > take the Air och he ugd.i9 do 
yery Jreqyently,. Dut Ne . gave aly to 
the Poor, nox ſtaying till they. askd ,' *rwas 
enquf if they ſtood jp the way, or. calually 
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met him on the. Plains; nay I have often 
ſeen him call thoſe who were at a diſtance 
from him'and expected ing, and. give 
them Money. When his 1, or if he 
went out a Horſeback, or any of his Re- 
tinue appeard in Zarnham, thro' which we 
uſually paſsd ro the Fare-Warren, all the 
Children would immediately leave their 
Play and cry out, My Lord Biſhop is coming, 
my Lord Biſhop is. coming : Upon which A- 
larm, all the poorer Inhabitants appear at 
their doors, praying God to bleſs his Lord- 
ſhip, and receiyd - his Alms. He never 
went from; Salishury ro London, or upon his 
Viſitation, but he was accompanied part of 
his way by many of the Citizens, I may 
ſay.of all, who either had Horſes of their 
own, or could procure _— for Love or 
Money, wiſhing: him a happy Journey, a 
ford and ſafe return. gh his _ 

forth; and returning back to the City, af 
the way from the Palace to the Cloſe-Gate, 
usd ito. be lind with regiments of Poor, 
many whereof upon their Knees, with their 
Hands elevated to. Heaven, loudly, and I 
dare. fay,- devoutly and + heartily, praying 
God, either for his good Journey, or praiſing 
him-for hjs return in ſafery: I write not 
this by hear-ſay, but as an Eye and Ear wit- 
neſs, -and that not once only, bur very fre- 
| Fu quently, 
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quently.”:iI have ſaid before, he-often rode 
out for hi#Health, and when we: were-up- 
on the Plains;''I-ſay We, for I was his Fidus 
Achates, as conſtant to him as the Shalow 
to the Body ; ſometimes weby chance eliopt 
upon the Dogs, and ſometimes by my/con- 
trivance, knowing whereabouts they intend- 
ed to Hunt, but however, and whenever it 
happened, the Biſhop would ride a Ring or 
two very briskly, but when it came to Pick- 
ing work, or Cold Hunring/he would leave 
them, and proceed in his Promenade ;'but 
firſt I was (ent to invite all che Gentlemen 
to Dine with him, wherher he knew them 
or not; and this not once only, ' but 7oties 
quoties, as long as his Health permitred. 
Our Airing was ufually to a Hedge in 
Shaftshury Road, abour'ten mile diſtant 
from Salishyry, thence we returnd ' and 
rcachd home by Dinner 'time. Yet not- 
withſtanding his hoſpitable way of living, 
and ſplendid treating of Perſons of Quality, 
his Alms, his private and public BenefaQi- 
ons, of which: we ſhall treat in the nexr 
Chapter, I may boldly and truly fay, there 
never was in that, or any'other-Epiſc 
See, fo careful' a Steward, for 'fo he -ug'd 
to term himſelf, -or ſb good a ma of W* 
the Epiſcopal Demeans: ' T have him I 
ſay, If theſe Lands had -been mine own, I? 
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either by: Purchaſe or Inheritance, I coufd 
not have been ſo ſolicitous to preſerve them 
from damage. He had good Woods about 
ſix or ſeven mile from Salisbnry, of which 
he cut down annually only ſo much as he 
made uſe of in repairing or building the 
Palace, and fold: only ſo much as defrayd 
the price of the Coals which. he burnc in 
his Kitchin ; neither would he ſuffer one 
Stick 'to-be cut down for any other pur- 
poſe, tho” often folicited thereunto. I re- 
member he told me, F am refolvd, who & 
ver ſucceeds me, ſhall have no occaſion ro 
be ſorry. that I was his Predeceflor in this 
Biſhopric, for I will leave it. betrer than 1 
Wound it; and he did nor fail ro 'be as 
| Mzood as his word, as-we ſhall make 'manifeſt 
in the next Chapter. He us'd once every 
Year, and ſometimes oftner, ride to rhe 
Woods above-mentiond and viſit all the 
Coppices, and ask the Woodward ſeveral 
Queſtions, and give: him ſtrict charge con- 
cerning the Mounds, Fences, &c. - But for all 
this, {aid he ro me, for I always accompa- 
nied him when ever he-rid out, rhefſe Fel- 
ws may-cafoly Cheat ane, but FT ſuppoſe my_fre- 
vently coming hither, 'unawares to them, and 
eming ſo: inquiſitive, wilt make them more 
a#tious. To ſhew his care yer farther, even

E have declard in the Ninth\Chap- 

-.ter what he did for the Church of 
Exeter, ] mean his procuring the 
of St. Burien, to be annext to the Biſhops 
of that Place. It'bur 8 work now, to ſhew 
what good he did to the Biſhopric and 
City of Salichury, and wherher he left them 
better than he found chem. He was very 
kind to the City, granting them what ever 
they deſird of him, and in particular, his 
Picture at full length in his Garter Robes, 
the work of Mr. John Greenhill, who was a 
Scholar of Sir Peter Lelies, an excellent 
Painter; this Piece is {et up in the Town 
Houſe, and eſteem'd as an ineftimable Re- 
lic. He alſo renewd to;the Ciry a Leaſe 
of the. Manſion-Houſe, and ſome Lands, 
which were formerly my-Lotd Awdlcys, Earl 
of Caſtle: Haven in Ireland, which, for that 
Lords committing Crimes not: fit to be 
nam'd, and being Copyicted and Execured, 
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became forfeited to the Crown, and ſo fell 
to the Biſhop, to whom all Forfeitures are 

ranted by the Kings Letters Patents. For 
Sg this, he would accept of no other 
gratuity than a pair of Gloves, as an ac- 
knowledgment. He alſo contributed lar 
ly er making their River Navigable, 


| not only with his Money, but Advice, and 


dug the firſt Spadeful himſelf when they 
began thar Work. He alſo made ſeveral 
Journeys in their behalf ro the King and 
Council, and anſwerd the ObjeQions which ' 
ſeveral Hampfhire Gentlemen made againſt 
it, as I have brieflyymention'd in the Salz- 
bury Canto, Part 1. Stanza 23. To the Bj- 
ſhopric of Salisbury he was alſo a great Be» 
nefactor, by prevailing with the King to 
annex and unite to it for ever, that Honou- 
rable and not unprofitable Place, the Chan- 
celorſhip of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, the Enſigns whereof are, a Medal 
of Gold hanging upon a Chain of the ſame 
Metal, and he was the firſt Proteſtant Bi- 
ſhop who had the honour to wear it. And 
here I think it will not be impertinent ro 
give a ſhort Hiſtory ' of this Office. The 
firſt Chancellor of rhe Garter was Biſhop 
Beauchamp, Anno Dom. 1450, and that Ho- 
nour was enjoy'd by his Succeſſors the Bi- 
ſhops of Salzsbury, till the time of Cardinal 

Campegeio, 
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Campeggio; who having incurrd the difplesi 
ſure of King Henry the Eighth for differing 
from him-in the matter of the Divorce, re 
tird ro Rome, and died there, 4: D. 1539: 
and lies* buried in the Church of Saxry 
Maria Tras Tevere. Then had the Biſhops 
of Salishury enjoyd that Honour Eighty 
nine Years, fince which time it hagalways 
been in rhe hands of Laymen, till it pleasd 
King Charles rhe Second, upon the humble 
petition and claim of Dr. Ward, to reſtore 
it to him and his Succefſors the Biſhops of 
Salizbusy for ever, after the dearth of Sir 
Henry de Yic, the laſt Lay-Chancellor, and 
after it had been out of the See one hundred 
thirty and two Years: The Letters Patent 
bear date Nowemb. 2.5. Anno Domini 1671. 
He was alſo very forward and liberal in 
promoting ay good defign in the way of 
Learning, as Dr. Caftle in his Epiſtle Dedi- 
catory before his Learned Lexicon teſtifies, 
in theſe words. Enimvero univerſe he [is

But all theſe ſpeaking of rhe Kings, the Arch» 
biſhops and other Biſhops Commendatory 
Letters, produced me but 5 phat $7; pound, 
4 little more or leſs, and_ that to. promote 4 
Work wherein I had ſpent ſome thouſands, be- 
fides contratting ſome very great Debts, The 
major part of which Collection, viz. Fonr hugs 
dred pound, was procurd for me in foarteen 
days, by the care and diligence of the Right 
Reverend Father in God Seth Lord Biſhop of 
Salisbury. I have heard the Biſhop ſpeak 
with pleaſure concerning this Colletion, 
ſaying, the four . hundred pound was cori- 
tributed by the Clergy of rhe Dioceſes of 
Exeter and Salisbary only ; but his Modeſty 
would nor permit him to tell me what pro- 
portion thereof. he gave. Bur: the greateſt 
and moſt ſeaſonable At of Charity, and 
public BenefaQtion, was building and en- 
dowing that Noble Pile, T mean the Col 
lege of Martrons, for the entertainment and 
maintenance of 'Ten Widows of Orthodex 
Clergymen.. I have often heard him ex- 
preſs his diſlike, if any one call'd ic an 
Hoſpital ; for, ſaid he, many. of theſe are 
well deſcended, and have liv'd' in good te- 
putation;.1 would not have it faid of chem, 
that they. were reduc'd to an Hoſpital, _

retird to-a College, which has a more hor 
nourable found. He accounted himſelf for- 
runate in purchaſing Free Land whereupon 
co eret this Fabric, . and yet more-fortu- 
nate, that it was in the Cloſe; for had it 
lain any where elſe, he muſt have been at 
the charges of a greater Structure, and en- 
dowing a"Chapter, which was now need- 
leſs, the Cathedral being ſo near, where- 
unto they. might with eaſe, and were all of 
them engaged to repair both Morning and 
Evening, and ſtay out the whole time of 
Prayers, under a pecuniary penalty.

I read to him-frequently,., till my 
Eyes, by a vehement Inflammation, were 
uſeleſs ro me, and renderd:.me leſs ſervice 
able to him, for above a; Years:time, This 
Malady was perfeRly curd, by, Gods ble{ 
ſing upon: Dr. 7arberviles application, as 1 
have gratefully acknowledged in the eighs 
teenth and nineteenth Sranzus of the Firſt 
Part of the Selisbhury Canto... 1 hops: theres 
fore , twill not be thoughr thar the-Biſhop 
kindneſs 'to-me was wholly undeſeryd, 
Amer, ut Pila, vices exigit. That is; Love; 
Like 4 Ball or a Shattle-cock, muſt be' retiurnd, 
aud held up on beth fides. 1 acknowledge he 
was very kind and obliging to' me, but iyet 
:] would not have the. Reader run —_ 
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with an opinion, that he heapd mountains 
of Gold upon me; I had, I acknowledge, 
my Diet and Lodgitig with him as long 
and as often as I pleasd; and when we 
Traveld together, or to ſpeak with more 
reſpeR, when I accompanied him or atrend- 
ed him in any Journey, he defrayd imy ' 
Charges, as one of his Retinue. Befides 
this, I never received of him, diretly or 
indirealy, in Money, or Moneys-worth, 
to the value of Ten Pounds ; nd after his 
death, my Name was not ſo much as men- 
tioned ' in the Will, and it cannot be ima- 
gind” that I expe any Reward for writing 
his Life now, ſo many Years after he has 
been bereayd of it; tho' I confeſs he did, 
more than once, proffer me Money when 
I was Sick in Loydon. To what I ſaid be- 
fore, that his Favours were not wholly un-

That is, Were there not Ten cleanſed ? but 
what's become of Nine of them? not any re- 
turning Thanks beſides this one. There are 
yet two other good Friends of the Biſhops, 
and mine alſo, who muſt not be paſsd over 
in ſilence; Perſons of that Eminency for 
Learning, Piety, and Vertue, thar I never 
thought my ſelf worthy to unlooſe: their 
Shco- latchets, tho' they did not make that 
figure in the World, as thoſe great ones 
mentiond in the laſt Chapter.

Hz caſually mentiond Dr. Tarbervile ſl gi 
in the precedent Chapter, I ſhould WW h 
eſteem my ſelf unpardonable, as guilty of Il ac 
the greateſt Ingratitude, to diſmiſs him in Il F 
{o few words; him, to whom, under God, il w 
I owe my Sight, a bleſſing, in my opinion, 
equal, if not preferable, ro Life it ſelf, 
without it, It was he, who twice reſcued 
me 
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me from Blindneſs, which withour his aid; 
had been unayoidable, when both my Eyes 
were {o bad, that with the beſt I could 
not perceive a Letter in a Book, nor my 
Hand with the other, and grew worſe and 
worle every day. Therefore, tho'I mighr 
treat of him as a Friend ro the Biſhop, I 
choſe rather to introduce him as mine, be«- 
cauſe I was mote intimately. acquainted 
with' him, and as it appears, by what has 
been ſaid before, infinitely obliged to-him. 

Dr. Zarbervile was born at Wayford, it 
Somerſet-ſhire; Anno. Dom. 1612, of an ancis 
ent Equeſtrian: Family, there being in the 
Church of Beer only, the Tombs of no leſs 
than: fifteen Knights of that Name, as I am 
credibly inform ; for I confeſs I. have nor 
ſeen them. By his Mothers ſide he. was 
Nobly extracted from the Family of. the 
Dawbignies, Which has afforded this King 
dom many Peers; this Name did his Mo- 
thers Father, who was alſo his Godfather, 
give him when he was Baptized. Upon 
his going to the Univerſity, his Mother 
advisd him to make the Dilſcaſes. of rhe 
Eyes. his principal ſtudy, aſſuring him, he 
would find ir turn to a good account. He 
was admitted in Oriel College in Oxford, and 
there took: the Negree of Dr. of . Fyſic: 
VWhert rhe Civit Wars broke our, he left the 
FE z Univet- 
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Univerſity, and bore Arms in defence of 
the King, Church, and the Eſtabliſh Laws ; 
he was in Ex:tcy when it was beſiegd, and 
till ir was ſurrendred to the Parliament 
Forces. Whilſt he was ſhut up therein, he 
and his Comrade run in Debt a hundred 

ounds each, in Chalk behind the Door; 
be told me, that his Landlord came into 
their Chamber, leading his Daughter by 
the hand, and courteouſly profferd to Can- 
cel the Debts of cirher of them who ſhould 
Marry her : The Dr. valiantly reſiſted” this 
Temptarion, and choſe rather to pay his 
Debts in ready Money, which he did ſhort 
ly after; the other accepted the Terms, 
and had his Wifes Portion _ paid 
him; wiz. His Scores wiped out with a wet 
Diſhbclout. 

By the Articles, the Garifon might re- 
turn co their Dwellings, and live there ur- 
- moleſted ; he accordingly went to Wayford, 
and Married his only Wife, by whom he 
had no Children, and who died a few 
Months before him. Ar his own Houſe, 
and at Crookhorn, the next a-jacent Mar- 
ket-Town, he practisd ſome time, bur find- 
ing thoſe Places not capable to entertain 
the multicude that reſorted to him, he w& 
movd to Londen, with an intent to 'refide 
there ; but the Air of that City not agree 
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ing with his Conſtitution, he left ir; and 
fixd his abode in Salis,ury, whence he made 
ſeyeral Journeys to London, either upon his 
own occaſion, or calld thither by ſome 
Perſons of Quality, wanting his Advice. 
Once he was ſent for by the Dutcheſs of 
Tork, to Cure the Princeſs of Denmark, then 
a Child, labouring under a dangerous In- 
flammarion in her Eyes, and a breaking out 
in her Face, the Cure of which had been 
attempted in vain by the Court Fylicians.. 
Theſe deſpisd Dr. 7arbervile, looking on 
him as a Country Quack, and demanded 
what Method he would uſe, and to ſee, 
approve, or reject his Medicaments, before 
he applyd them, which he refusd, telling 
her Royal Highneſs, that if ſhe pleasd to 
commit her Daughter to his ſole manage- 
ment, he would uſe his utmoſt endeavour 
to Cure her, but he would have nothing 
to do with the Fyſicians. He told me, he 
expeded to learn ſomething of thoſe Courr 
DoQors, but, to his amazement, he found 
them only Spies upon his Practice, and 
wholly ignorant as to the Ladys Caſe; nay 
farther, that he knew ſeveral Midwives and 
Old Women, whoſe Advice he would ra- 
ther follow than theirs. The Dutcheſs 
yielded, the Surgeons and Fylicians were 
diſmiſsd, and he alone intruſted with the 
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Lady , whom, to his great reputation and 
ſome profit, in few months, fewer than 
could be expected, he perfely cured of both 
thoſe Diſtempers. I {aid fore profit, for tho 
the Duke orderd him ſix hundred pound, he 
could never receive more than half of it; 
which, conſidering the Quality of the Pati 
ent, the Expence of the Doctors Journey 
to and from London, and for Lodging, and 
Diet there, his long attendance at Courr, 
and -negleQting other Patients, cannot be 
eſtcemd a competent Gratuity. 

Many Years after he was calld up again, 
by one of the greateſt and ancienteſt Peers 
of this Kingaom, to whom, after having 
attentively inſpected his Eye, he ſpoke at- 
ter this manner; My Lord, 7 might bear 
you in hand, a Weſtern Fraſe, ſignifying to 
delay or keep in expeQation, and feed you 
with promiſes, or at leaſt hopes, that I ſhould 
Cure you in ſome competent time, and ſo cauſe 
your Loradfhip to be at great expence to no par- 
Poſe; # cannot Cure you, and'T believe no Man 
in England can.” The Earl anſwerd, Such 
and ſuch will undertake it for. a hundred pound. 
To which the Dr. replied, # have ſo great 
an Honour' for your Lordſhip, and ſo much 
wiſh your Welfare, that I will joyfully givve' 4 
hundred Guineas out of my own Furſe, to thi 
Perſon who ſhall reſtore your Sight. in.that Byb 
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7 confeſs I am not able to Cure it, but IT can 
reduce it to a better figure. Thus they part- 
| ed; this Nobleman is living, and in a very 
| Eminent Station at my writing rhis, but has 
not recoverd that Eye, nor is in any hopes 
of it, being long ſince convincd: it is in- 
curable. 
7 Dr. Zarbervile was no boaſter, nor would 
| WW he promiſe to Cutre any Diſtemper; but 
when Patients came, he would firſt look 
> W into their Eyes, then tell them their Di- 
{eaſes, and his opinion concerning them; to 
ſome he would ſay, you're Incurable, and 
would not meddle with them ; to others, . 
that he had often Cured fuch a Malady, 
and ſometimes faild of it, but ifrhey would 
make uſe of him, he would do his beſt. 

He generally preſcribd to all, ſhaving 
their Heads and taking Tobacco, which he 
had often known todo much good,and never 
any harm to the Eyes. He did not rely upon 
two or three Waters or Powders, as molt do, 
for he throughy underſtood all the Simples 
and Ingredients, conducing to the Cure of 
Eyes, compounding Medicaments out of 
them, with the manner and ſeaſon of ap- 
plying them. He has often ſaid ro me, 
during my long being under his hand, af- 
ter inſpeQing my Eyes, 1 know what to give 
you now, but cannot tell what T- ſhall 10. more 
H 4 row 3 
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row ; this Water would make others blind, Eut 
your Eyes will bear it. Hence it follows, 
that ir is at beſt, bur by Chance, if ſuch 
Maladies are cured at a diſtance, I mean, 
when the diſeaſed are fo far removd from 
the Artiſt, that he cannot viſit them often, 
and obſerve the Operation of his Medica- 
ments. 

] have ſaid before, that the Doctor was 
Loyal, I will add, he was alſo a Pious Man, 
and a good Chriſtian, that he conſtantly 
frequented the Public Prayers, and Sermons, 
and often receivd the Holy Sacrament with 
exemplary Piety and Deyotion. 

Add to this; He was far from being 
Covetous; he Curd the Poor Gratis, and 
receivd from others what they pleasd to 

ive him; never, that I knew, making any 
rgain for ſo much in hand, and the reſt 
when the Cure is perfeited, as ſome do. [I 
could not force any thing upon him, for 
his Medicines and extraordinary Care, une 
leſs it were a Cane, a Tobacco-Box, or ſome 
new Book, tho 1 was indebted to him for 
all the Comforts of my Life. 

He has curd ſeveral who were born blind, 
but I do nor look upon that as ſo great a 
thing ; for the-cure of ſuch, if curable, for 
there are ſeveral ſorts of . Catarats' uncu- 
rable, conſiſts wholly in this; viz. In k 
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ing when the connate Cataract is fit. to be 
Couchd, in having a ſteady Hand, and 5$kill 
to perform that Operation, to be able to prevent, 
or at leaſt, remove the pains which uſually fol- 
low, and ſometimes kill the Patient : But 20 
reduce fallen and inverted Eye-lids to their 
proper place and Tone, to cure inveterate Ul- 
cers, and Inflammations of a blackiſh colowy, 
requires a conſummate Artiſt. Hic Labor, hec 
opus eſt. 

To proceed; his Fame brought. multi- 
tudes to him, from all parts of this and the 
neighbouring Kingdoms, and even from 
America, whereof take this Inſtance : . I 
met caſually a Friend upon the Exchange, 
who told me, as he was walking upon 
Tower-Wharf that morning, he ſaw a young 
Woman coming out-of a Boat, who as ſoon 
as ſhe had ſet foot on Land, kneeld down 
and ſaid theſe words, which he being near 
overheard. Oh Lord God, 7 pray thee, that 
I may find Dr. Turbervile living, and not 
make this long Voyage in vain, To whom 
he replied, Madam, be of good comfort, he 
is alive, and .in good health, I have recejud 
4 Letter from him very lately. Tour News, 
ſhe anſwerd, 7s more acceptable to me than if 


you had given me a thouſand pounds. What 


follows 1 had from the Doctors own mouth : 
She wentto Salzsbary, and by Gods bleſſing 
on 
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on the DoQors endeavours, was perfely 
cured ; but her Joy did not laſt long, for 
in her return to Jamaica, of which Iſland 
her Husband was one of the principal In- 
habirtants, ſhe died of the Small-Pox in 
London. 

This Concourſe forementioned, was very 
beneficial to the Inns and private Houſes 
in Salzshury, being diſpersd thro' all the 
quarters of the City, inſomuch, that one 
could ſcarce peep out of doors, but he had 
2a proſpect of ſome led by Boys, or Wo» 
men, others with Bandages over one, or 
both Eyes, and yet a greater number wear- 
ing green Silk upon their Faces, which if 
a Stranger ſhould ſee, without knowing the 
reaſon of that Fenomenon, I ſhould not 
wonder, if he believd and reported the Air 
of Salishury to be as pernicious to the Eyes 
as that of Orleans is to the Nerves, where 
almoſt one third of the Inhabitants are 
Lame. The Rendevouz of theſe Hood- 
winkr People was at the DoQtors Houſe, 
whither I frequently reſorted, either to be 
dreſsd my ſelf, or fee others: I ſaw many 
remarkable Paſſages, whereof I ſhall relate 
but two. | 

The firſt is of a Country-man, whoſe 
Eye was Blood-ſhot, who ſpoke thus to the 
Doctor: 17 am 4 little troubled with a fore 
Eye, 
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Eye, which I am come to thee to mend. Which 
Eye is it, ſaid the Doctor > This, he reply= 
ed, pointing to it. The Doctor anſwerd, 
That is your beſt Eye. I ſee as well with 
that, replied the Country Fellow, as thee 
deft, or any Man in England. Whereupon 
the Doctor claps his Hand before that Eye 
he complaind of, and askd, What 'ſee. you 
mow 2 At which he cried out, 7 ſee nothing, 
I am blind; tho to all the reſt who were 
there, that ſeemed a Eye. 

The orher is of ſuch another Perſon who 
came to the Doctor upon the like account; 
his Eye was Protuberant -and could not be 
containd within the 'Lids, and ſeemd like 
a piece of raw Fleſh ; the DoQtor placd him 
ina Chair, and with a pair of Sciſſors cut 
large Gabbets, the blood trickling down 
his Cheeks in abundance, and yet he ſeemd 
no more concernd, than -if it had been a 
Barber cutting his Hair : I was ſurprizd ar 
his behaviour, and ſaid to one of the by-- 
ſtanders, Without doubt, this is a Married 
Man, otherwiſe 'twere impoſſible he ſhould be fo 
patzent: Which he over-hearing, in the 
midſt of his Torment, burſt out into a 
loud laughter, and replied, No indeed, 7 
am but a Batcheloy.

MR. Laurence Rooke was born in Fent; 
V {£ of a good Family, and educated in 
Cambridge, and when Dr. Ward was tranſ: 
planted to Oxford, he came thither, and 
feared himſelf in Wadham-College, for the 
benefic of his Converſation, bringing with 
him rwo young Gentlemen of the Family 
of Oxenborogh, to whom he was Tutor. He 
was very eminent in the famous Filoſofical 
Meeting, which was after turnd into the 
Royal Society. After the Kings Return, 
he left Oxford, and repaird to London, with 
his Friend Dr. Ward, and was choſen, firſt 
Profeſſor of Aſtronomy, and afterwards of 
Geometry, in Greſkam-College. He was alſo 
one of the firſt Members of the Royal So- 
ciety. He was of a melancholy Temper 
and Aſpet, his Complexion ſwatthy', his 
Eyes ſunk in his Head\more than ordinary, 
his Voice hoarſe and inward, a fign that 
his 'Lungs were- not: ſound ; lie was alſo 
much ſubje& ro the Scurvy, for whiclr he 
_ usd frequently ro take the Juice of Scurvy- 
gra(s preſsd out of the Leaves without any 
p ot 
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other Preparation. He was profoundly 
Skilld in all forts of Learning, not except- 
ing Botanics and Muſic, and the abſtruſeft 
Points of Divinity. He was my iatimate 
Friend, and in my judgment, the greateſt 
Man in Evgland for folid Learning, Semper 
excipio Platonem , Tranne Rinaldo, for Dr. 
Barrow had not then reachd his Zenith, I 
durſt venture my Life upon the Truth of 
any Propoſition he aſſerted, either in Ma- 
themarics, Natural Filoſofy, or Hiſtory ; for 
I never knew him affirm any thing poſitive- 
ly, that was dubious. I have ſaid to him, 
Mr. Rooke, 1 have found out the reaſon of 
ſuch a Fenomenon, and given him my Argu- 
ments for it, which when he had heard, he 
has often replied in this manner; And why 
may it not as well be thus, bringing his 
reaſons for another Hypotheſis. Lord, ſaid 
I then to him, now you confound me, pra 
tell me what is your Opinion 2 To which 
his uſual Anſwer was, / have no Opinion. 
He was very modeſt and ſparing of his 
words, unleſs amongſt intimate Friends, 
and never talkd-idly; I may truly ſay, I 
never was acquainted with any Perſon, who 
knew-more, and ſpoke leſs. I usd in all 
Company to magnifie and extol his Lear- 
ning and Ingenuity ,. as it deſeryd ; info. 
much, that an eminent Citizens Wife de- 
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fird me to help her to a fight of rhis'pro- 
digy of PerfeQtion, and to bring him upon 
a day appointed, to Dine with her Hus- 
band, who was an ingenious Perſon, and 
wel] known to us both. I prevaild with 
him to go, tho' not without ſome reluQancy. 
Thither we went, and found there feveral 
Strangers, whom Madam had invited, like 
the Widow in the Goſpel, wirh a- Come, 
come Neighbours, and ſce the Man that is ſo 
Famous. Amongſt the Guelts there were 
ſome who valued their ſelves for their 
Wit and Learning, more than they evghe ; 
theſe towards the latter end of the Dinner, 
began to ſhew their Parts, and fell upon 
ſeveral Arguments, talking ignorantly, dog- 
maticaily, and ridiculouſly, which Mr. Rooke 
heard, i cant ſay with patience, but with- 
out interpoſing one word.

- Mr. Hill fixes Dr. Barrows Birth in the 
Month of Oober, 4. D. t630. Burl hope 
he will not be offended if I diſſent from 
him, both as to the Year and Month, and 
' produce 'Reaſon for ſo doing} tis this : 
| I have often heard Dr. Barrow ſay, that he 
was born upon the Twenty-ninth of Fet- 
rsary; and if he ſaid true, it could not be 
either in Ofober, or in 1630, that not be- 
ing a Leap-Year. I would not have aſſerted 
this, merely upon the credit of my Memo- 
ry, had it been any other Day of any other 
Month, it being told me (o long ſince, had 
I not this remarkable Circumſtance ro con- 
firm it: He uſed to ſay, it is in one re- 
ſpe, the beſt Day in the Year to be born 
upon, for it afforded me rhis advantage over 
my Fellow Collegiates, who uſed to keep 
Feaſts upon their Birth-day ; I was treated 
by them once every Year, and I entertaind 
them' once in four Years, when Pebraary 
had nine and twenty Days. 

Dr. Barrow was born in London, and well 
deſcended ; his Great Grandfather was Fi!- 
lip Barrow , who publiſhed a Method of 
Fyſic, whoſe Brother 7ſaac was a Doftor of 
Fylic, 
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Fyſic, and a Benefactor to 7rinity College 
in Cambridge, as allo a Tutor therein to 
Robert Cecill Earl of Salishury, and Lord- 
Treaſurer of England, His Grandfather 
was Iſaac Barrow Eſquire, of Spin:y-Abbey in 
Cambridze-ſhire, a Perſon of a good Eſtate, 
and a Juſtice of Peace during the ſpace of 
fourty Years. His Fathers Name was T he- 
24s, & reputable Citizen of Londen, and 
Linnen-Draper to King Charles the Firſt, to 
whoſe Intereſts he adherd , following him 
firſt to Oxford, and after his Execrable Mur- 
der, he went to his Son Charles the Second, 
then in Exile, there with great patience 
expecting the Kings Reſtoration, which at 
laſt happened, when twas almoſt deſpaird 
of. I remember Mr. Abraham Cowley, who 
alſo was beyond Sea with the King, told 
me, at our firſt eeming into France, we ex- 
pected every Poſt would bring us News of 
our being recalld ; but having been fruſtra- 
ted for ſo many Years, we could not be- 
lieve it when the happy News arrivd. This 
Thumas had a Brother whoſe Name was 
Iſaac, afterwards Biſhop of St. Aſaf, whoſe 
Conſecration Sermon, his Nevew and Name- 
{ake our Dr. Barrow, preachd at Weſtmin- 
fter-Albey. His Mother was Ann, Daughe 
ter of William Buggins Eſq; of North-Cray

ber. When he a fic for the Univerſity 


quite tird my patience, it ſo little concerns 
him, for it is certainly the. leaſt of his 
Praiſes, if it be any at all. To be Nobly 
or Royally extracted; is the gift of blind 
Fortune; A Principibus naſci fortaitum eft 
This may happen to an ill and ignorant 
Perſon, but ro be eminently Learned and 
Pious, cannot be obtaind, without indefa- 
tigable Induſtry, and a ſincere love and 
conſtant praQtiſe of Vertue. He was firſt put 
to the Charterhouſe School, where be made 
little or no progreſs, there appearing in him 
an inclination rather to be a Soldier than a 
Scholar; his thief delight being in Fighting 
himſelf, and encouraging his Play-fellows to 
it; and he was indeed of an undaunted 
Courage, as we ſhall make evident in its 
place. His: Father finding no good was to 
be hopd for there, removd him to Fel#ead 
in Eſſex, where contrary to his expeQation, 
and even beyond his hopes, his Son on a 
ſudden, became {ſo great a proficient in 
Learning, and all other praiſe-worthy Qua- 
lifications, that. his Maſter appointed him 
Tutor to the Lord Viſcount Fairfax, of 
Emely in Ireland, who was then his Scholar. 
During his ſtay at Felftead, he was admit- 
ted into Peter-Houſe, of which College his 
Uncle the Biſhop had formerly been a Mem-:

he went to Cambridge, and was admitted in 


Trinity in Febr. 4. D.1645. He was there 


kindly treated by Dr. Zi//, whom the Par- 
liament had pur in to that Maſterthip, in 
the place of Dr. Comber, ejected for adhering 
to the King. This Dr. 4/1, 1 ſay, one da 

laying his Hand upon young "ve Head, 
Thou art a good Lad, ſaid he, tis pity thos 
art a Cavalier; and afterwards, when he 
had made an Oration upon the Gun-powder 
Treaſon, wherein he had ſo celebrated rhe 
former Times, as to reflet much on the 
preſent. Some of the Fellows movd for his 
Expulſion, but the Maſter filencd them with 
theſe word,: Barrow 7s 4 better Man than any 
of us. This is very remarkable, and an e- 


vident Teſtimony of our young Scholars 


irreſiſtible Merits, which could, as the Poets 
feign of Orfeus, — -- Lenire Tigres rapideſque 
Leones ; that is, 7ame Savage Tigers and 
fierce Lions, make a Presbyterian kind. to a 
Cavalier, and Malignant, which Names the 
adherers to the King, Church, and Laws 
went under in thoſe days. Anno Domini 
1649. He was choſen Fellow of the Col- 
lege, carrying it.merely by the dint of his 
Merits, having no Friend to commend him, 
as being of a contrary Perſwaſion to thoſe: 
who then carried all things in that Univer- 
ſity. This brings to my Memory, a Cer-: 

tificate 
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rificate or Teſtimonial, which my worthy 
Friend Dr. Gilbert Ironſide, then Warden of 
Wadham-College in Oxford, and now Biſhop 
of Hereford, gave toa Member of that Col- 
lege, who was Candidate for a Fellowſhip 
in another College, it was to this purpoſe. 
If this Perſon, whom I recommend to you, be 
not a better Scholar than any of thoſe who are 
his Competitors, chooſe him not ; and he did 
upon Examination and Trial fo far ſurpaſs 
the reſt, that they could not refuſe him, 
without being, and appearing Partial, and 
unjuſt. I mention this as a Parallel to Dr. 
Barrows Caſe. , 

When Doctor Daport reſignd his Greek 
Lecture, he recommended his Pupil Mr. 
Barrow for his Succeſſor, who juſtified his 
opinion of his fitneſs for that Employment, 
by an excellent performance of the Proba- 
tion Exerciſe; but che governing, Party 
thinking him inclind ro Arminianiſm, pur 
him by it. This diſappointment, the melan- 
choly aſpe& of Public Afairs, together with 
a deſire to ſee ſome of thoſe places menti- 
oned in Greek and Latin Writers, made 
him reſolve to Travel; which, that he 
might be better bled ro do, he converted 
.his Books into ready Moncy. He began 
his Travels, Ammo Dom. 1654, and went 
firſt to Paris, to crave his Fathers BenediQti- 
Tf on - 
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on, who was then in the Engliſh Court 
praying for, but ſcarce hoping, much leſs 
expeQing the Kings Reſtoration, to whom, 
his pious Son, out of his {mall Stock, made 
a (caſonable Preſent. After ſome Months 
ſtay there, he went to 7taly, and remained 
ſome time art that moſt beautiful City of 
Florence, where he had the favour, and neg- 
lected it not, to peruſe many Books in the 
Grand Dukes . Library, and ten thouſand 
curious Medals, and to diſcourſe concerning 
them with Mr. Fitton, who found his abili- 
ty ſo great in that fort of Learning, that 
upon his recommendation, the Grand Duke || 
invited Dr. Barrow to take upon him the 

| Charge and Cuſtody of that great Treaſure || / 
of Antiquity. From Florence he went to | 
Leghorne, Anno Dom. where he was || 
much Careſsd by the Engliſh Merchants re- 
ſiding there : Thence he ſaild ro Smyrna, 
where he met with the like kindneſs and 
entertainment from Conſul Breton, and the 
reſt of that Factory : As he did alſo after- 
wards at Conſtantinople, from Sir Thomas 
B:naiſh the Engliſh Ambaſſador at the Ot- 
zoman Court, Sir Fonathan Dawes, and the 
reſt of the Engliſh Merchants, from whom 
he received many Fayours, and with whom 
he ever'after continued an intimate Friend- 
ſhip. Ar Conſtantinople the See of St. Chry 


foſtom, 
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ſoſftom, he read all the Works of that Father, 
whom he much preferrd before the reſt. 
He remained in 7arkey more than a Year, 
and then returnd to Yenice, where he was 
no ſooner Landed, but the Ship which 
brought him took Fire, and was, with all 
its Cargo, conſumd to Aſhes, the Men only 
favd. From Yenice, in his way to England, 
he paſsd by through Germany and Holland, 
and has left a Deſcription of ſome parts of 
thoſe Countries in his Poems. 


Anno Dom. 1660, He was choſen with- - 


out a Competitor, Profeſſor of the Greek 
Tongue in Cambridze ; two Years after, he 
was elected Profeſlor of Geometry at Gre- 
ſham-College, in the place of Mr.' Lawrence 
Rooke, concerning whom, we have diſcoursd 
at large in the rwo preceding Chapters. 
Anno Dom. 1669, Mr. Lucas Founded, 
and richly endowd a Mathematical LeCture 
in Cambridge, which his Executors, Mr. 
Raworth and Mr. Buck, conferred upon Dr. 
Barrow, enjoyning him to leave every Y ear 
Ten LeQures in Writing to the Univerſity, 
the better to ſecure the End of ſo Noble and 
Uſeful a Foundation. The Lectures which 
are -printed, and athers. of his, ready for 
the Preſs, will give the beſt Account how 
he behavd himſelf in that Employment. 
Almaſt all I haye hicherro ſaid, is, I ac- 
K 4 knowledee,

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knowledge, taken out of Mr. Z7zlls Account 
of Dr. Barrows Life; but now I am got 
within mine own knowledge, and can pro- 
ceed ſecurely withour his Clue, or the help 
of any other Guide. I promiſe, I will ad- 
vance nothing, but what I have good Au- 
thority for, but what I have either known 
my ſelf to be true, or heard from Dr. Bar- 
rows mouth. 

I am not unmindful of my promiſe, to 
make it appear in its due place, that Dr. 
Barrow was endued with an undaunted 
Courage; to prove which, I think theſe 
ewo Inſtances following will be ſufficient. 
In his paſſage from Leghorn to Conſtantinople, 
the Ship he faild in was attackd by an At. 

erine Pyrate; during the Fight, he berook 
Fimſelf to his Arms, ſtaid upon the Deck, 
chearfully and vigorouſly fighting, till the 
rate perceiving the ſtout defence the 

ip made, ſteerd off and left her. I askd 
him, why he did not go down into the 
Hold, and leave the defence of the Ship to 
_ thoſe to whom it did belong : He replied, 
It concernd no Man more than my ſelf; I 
would rather have loſt my Life, than have 
faln into the hands of theſe mercileſs Infi- 
dels. This Engagement, and his own ſtout 
and intrepid behaviour in it, to defend his 
Liberty, which he valued more than his Life, 
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as he aſſerts in'that Verſe, Almagque libertas 
vitali charior Aura, he deſcribes ar large, in 
a Copy of Verſes in the Fourth Volume of 
his Works, Printed by Brabazon -Aylmer. 
To this I will add another Accident, which 
befel him in England, it being of the like 
nature : He was at a Gentlemans Houſe in 
the Country, if I miſtake not in Cambridge- 
ſhire, where the Neceſlary Houſe was at the 
end of a long Garden, and conſequently ar 
a great diſtance from the Room where he 
| lodgd, as he was going to it very early, 
even before Day, for, as I ſhall ſhew here- 
after, he was ſparing of ſleep, and an early 
riſer, a fierce Maſtitf, who uſed ro be chaind 
up all Day, and let looſe late at Night for 
the ſecurity of the Houſe, perceiving a 
ſtrange Perſon in the Garden at that un- 
ſcaſonable time, ſer upon him with great 
fury. The Dr catchd him by the Throar, 
threw him, and lay upon him, and whilſt 
he kept him down, conſidered what he 
ſhould do in that Exigent; once he had a 
mind to kill him, but he quite alterd this 


_ © reſolution, judging it would be an unjuſt 


Action, for the Dog did his duty, and he 
himſelf was in faulc for rambling out of his 
Lo before twas light. At length he 
calld our. ſo loud, that he was heard by 
' ſore of che Houſe, who came preſently 
our, 
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out, and freed both the Doctor and the 
, from the eminent danger they were 

in. 

Anno Dom. 1672, Upon the death of 
Biſhop Wilkins, Dr. Pearſon, Maſter of 7ri- 
wity College in Cambridge, was promoted to 
the Biſhopric of Cheſter, and the vacant 
Maſterſhip was, by the King, conferrd up- 
on Dr. Barrow. 1 will leave him poſleſt of 
that Poſt, and look a little backward, and 
declare ſome Accidents of his Life, which 
happened before he had arrivd to that emi- 
nent Dignity ; but becauſe this Chapter is 
long enouf already, for the Readers ſake 
and mine own, I will here make a Halt, 
reſerving what remains, to the following 
Chapters.

CHAP. XX. 
The ſame Matter continued. 


A® ſoon as Dr. Ward was made Biſhop 
7 A of Exeter, he procured for his old 
Friend Dr. Wilkins, the ReQtory of St. Lau- 
rence-Jewry, who was then deſtitute of any 
Place, the reaſon whereof .I have given be- 
fore: He being Miniſter there, and forcd 
by ſome Indiſpolition to keep his C—_ os 
eſir 
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deſird Dr. Barrow to give him 'a Sermon 
the next Sunday, which he readily conſent- 
ed to do. Accordingly, at the- time ap- 
pointed, he came, with an Aſpet pale and 
meagre, and unpromiſing , ſloyenly and 
careleſly dreſſed, his Collar unbutrond, his 
Hair uncombd, &c. Thus accoutred, he 
mounts the Pulpir, begins his Prayer, which, 
whether he did Read or not, I cannot poſi- 
rively aſſert, or deny : Immediately all the 
Congregation was in an uproar, as if the 
Church were falling, and they ſcampering 
to ſave their Lives, each ſhifting for him- 
ſelf with great precipitation; there was 
ſuch a noiſe of Pattens of Serving-Maids, 
and ordinary Women, and of unlocking of 
Pewes, and cracking of Seats, causd by the 
younger ſort haſtily climbing over them, 
thar I confeſs, I chought all the Congrega- 
tion were mad : But the good Door ſeem- 
ing not to take notice of this diſturbance, 
proceeds, names his Text, and preachd his 
Sermon, to two or three gathereqd, or rather 
left rogether, of which number, as it for- 
runately happened, Mr. Baxter, that Emi- 
nent Non-conformiſt was' one,” who afcer- 
wards gave Dr. Wilkins a Viſit, and com- 
mended the Sermon to that degree, that he 
ſaid, he never heard a better Diſcourſe : 
There was- alſ@ amongſt thoſe who ſtaid 


Out, 


thus accoſted Dr. Barrow as he came down 
from the Pulpit; Sir, be not diſmayd, for 

T aſſure you, twas a good Sermon. By his 
Ape and dreſs, he ſeemed to be an Ap- 
prentice, or at the beſt, a Fore-man of a 
Shop, but we neyer heard more of him. 
I askd the Doctor, what he thought, when 
he ſaw the Congregation running away 
from him? JF thonght, (aid he, they did not 


like me, or my Sermon, and I have no reaſon to 


be angry with them for that. But what was 
your opinion , laid I, of the Apprentice? TI 
take him, replied he, to be a very Civil Perſon, 
and if I could meet with him I'd preſent him 
with a bottle of Winz. There were then in 
that Pariſh a company of formal, grave, and 
wealthy Citizens, who having been many 
Years under famous Miniſters, as Dr. Wil- 
kins, Biſhop Ward, Biſhop Reynolds, Ms. 


Fines, &c. had a great opinion of their skill 


in Divinity, and their abiliry to judge of 
the goodneſs and badneſs of Sermons : 
Many of theſe came in a body to Dr. W:l- 
kins , to expoſtuilate with him, why he 
ſufterd ſuch an Ignorant, Scandalous Fel- 
low, meaning Dr. Barrow, to have the uſe 
of his Pulpit. I cannot preciſely tell, whe- 
ther it was the ſame day, or ſometime af- 
ter in that Week, but I am certain it hap- 
pened 
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out the Sermon, a certain young Man, who

pened to be when Mr. Baxter was with 
Dr. Wilkins. They came, as I {aid before, 
in full Cry, ſaying, they wonderd he ſhould . 
permit ſuch a Man to Preach before them, 
who lookr like a ſtaryd Cavalier who had 
been long Sequeſterd, and out of his Living 
for Delinquency, and came up to Londen to 
beg, now the King was reſtord ; and much 
more to this purpoſe. He let them run their 
ſelves out of breath, when they had done 
ſpeaking, and expected an humble ſub- 
- miſſive Anſwer, he replied to them in this 
manner : The Perſon you thus deſpiſe, I aſſure 
you, is a Pious Man, an Eminent Scholar, 
and an Excellent Preacher: For the truth of 
the laſt, T appeal to Mr. Baxter: here preſent, 
who heard the Sermon, you ſo vilife: I am 
ſure you believe Mr. Baxter is 4 competent 
Tudge, and will pronounce according to Truth ; 
rhen turning to him, Pray Sir, {aid he, do 
me the favour to declare your Opinion concer= 
ning the Sermon wow in Controverfie, which 
you heard at our Church the liſt Sunday. 
Then did Mr. Baxter very candidly give 
the Sermon the praiſe it defervd, nay more, 
he ſaid , That Dr. Barrow Preachd ſo well, 
that he could willingly have been his Auditor all 
day longs When they heard Mr, Baxter give 
him this high Encomium, they were prickt 
in their hearts, and all of them became a- 
ſhamd, 
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ſhamd, confourided, ahd ſpeechleſs; for, 
tho they had a good opinion of their ſelyes, 
yer they durſt not pretend to be equal to 
Mr. Baxter ; bur ar lefigth, after ſome pauſe, 
they all, one after another, confeſsd, they 
did not hear one word of the Sermon, but were 
carried to miſlike it, by his unpromiſing Garh, 
and Mien, the Reading of his Prayer, and the 
going away of the Congregation; for they 
would not by any means have it thought, 
if they had heard the Sermon, they ſhould 
not have concurrd with the Judgment of 
Mr. Baxter. After their ſhame was a little 
over, they earneſtly deſird Dr. Wilkins to 
procure Dr. Barrow to Preach again, enga- 
ging their ſelves to make him amends, 4j 
bringing to his Sermon their Wives and Chil- 
dren, Man-ſervants, and Maid-ſeruants, in 4 
word, their whole Familes, and to enjoyn them 
not to leave the Church till the Bleſſing was 
pronouncd. Dr. Wilkins promiſed them to 
uſe his utmoſt endeavour for their ſatis- 
faction, and accordingly ſolicited Dr. Bar- 
row to appear once more upon that Stage, 
bur all in vain, for he would not by any 
perſwaſions be prevaild upon to- comply 
with the Requeſt of ſuch conceited, hy- 
pocritical Coxcombs. Some time after, rhe 
Biſhop of Salisbury, I mean Dr. Ward, in- 
vited Dr. Barrow to live with him, not as a 
Chaplain, 
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Chaplain, bur rather as a Friend and Com- 
panion, yet he did frequently do the duty 
if the domeſtic Chaplain was abſent. Whillſt - 
he was there, the Arch-deaconry of North- 
Wiltſhire became void, by the death of Dr. 
Childerey, if 1 miſtake not; this the Biſhop 
profferd Dr Barrow; but he modeſtly and 
abſolutely refuſed it, and told me the rea- 
ſon, which it is not neceſlary I ſhould de- 
clare.
